THE NIGHT CIRCUS. 
SCENES IN THE HOUSE FRIDAY NIGHT.

— There was 
a night session of tha House, last night, 
which was accompanied by the usual scenes 
that seem to necessarily attach to attempts 
to do Congressional business at night. The 
session had been called for the purpose of 
considering Senate bills on the calendar, 
which are mostly private bills, it being the 
intentior of those wlio planned it to dispose 
of as many of these bills as possible, in order 
to relieve the House of the pressure of other 
work. The first bell reached was the 
noted Boston bill for the relief of 
Theophilus Chandler, one of the bondsmen 
of the late Boston Sub-Treasurer whose de- 
faulting clerk, Hartwell, had loaned $480,000 
Government money to a firm which failed. 
The Sub-Treasurer ig dead, and his estate 
bankrupt. The bondsmen, save Chandler 
himself, are§jdead or bankrupt, and 

CHANDLER, 
although a very wealthy man, is unwilling 
to pay, and asks to be relieved, claiming that 
the Government is éstopped from collecting 
of him through its own lache, in that when 
all the bondsmen were living and all good 
the Government mage no effort to collect the 
bond. Many of best lawyers of the 
House cousidered the bili equitable, and 
there was a large majority for it. Indeed, 
there were but fifteen members against it, 
but there was not a quorum of the House. 
present. This gave an opportunity to these 
fifteen members, under the lead of Sparks, of 
Illinois (whose chief function seems to be to 
make himself disagreeable to his associates), 
to raise the point that there was no quorum. 
This he did, and insisted upon it until 6 
o’clock this morning, when the house ad- 
journed. From half-past 8 last night until 6 
this morning 
NOTHING WAS DONE 

but the silly business of attempting to secure 
the presence of members by force, under the 
form ot a call of the House. The conse- 
quence was that not only was nothing done 
at the night session, but that the members 
ware so exhausted that, upon reassembling 
to-day, an adjournment was speedily had 
without transacting any business. This ad- 
journment ensued notwithstanding Reagan 
urged members te remafh and pass the Inter- 
State Commerce bill. It may be. of interest

PROSPECTIVE DELAYS. 

Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 
Wasuineron, D. C., Jan. 22.—The Chief 
of the Bureau of Engraving and Printing bas 
made an estimate of the amount of time re- 
quired to do the mechanical work of print- 
ing the bonds and notes required by the new 
Funding law..

He disclaimed any 
financial interest in the firm of 
Redfieid & Co., and every and all other inter- 
est, excapt that of a father desiring the suc- 
cess and welfare of his son. R. C. Lyman is 
the son-ib-law of A. A. Kennedy, Sr., and at 
the time of the fire was found in charge of a 
store at Daytonville, in Washington County, 
lowa. Lyman, it was claimed, had an ar- 
rangement with Redfield & Co. to furnish him 
for the most part what merchandise and wares 
he might need, and Lyman in turn was to 
send whatever produce came to his store to 
Redfield & Co., at Oxford. Before Lyman 
went to Daytonville he had an interest in a 
store with Kennedy, Sr. When the fire oc- 
curred the firmof Redfield & Co. was in- 
debted to merchants in various cities, 
principally in Chicago, including Field, 
Leiter & Co., for merchandise ih a sum 
of over $14,000, se goods, after 
being placed in the field store, were in- 
sured in the German-American and Spring- 
field to the amount of $12,000. The defend- 
ants were indicted for conspiracy, and the 
punishment for the offense is imprisonment 
in the Penitentiary not toexceed three years. 
The plot of the conspiracy, as alleged, was 
that a suitable and cheap building should be 
erected at Oxford; that a pretended firm, to 
be known as the firm of Redfield & 
Co., should be formed; that the pretended 
firm of Redfieid & Co. should first establish 
a reputation and credit with wholesale 
houses in Chicago and other cities for regu- 
lar and prompt payment; that, upon the 
strength of the reputation so established, 
they should purchase large lots of goods and 
merchandise on credit; that the goods 
should be brought to Oxford and 
placed in the eheap building; that in- 
surance should be procured upon them; 
that they should be removed from the store 
by fraud and stealth, and disposed of; and 
that the store buildimg should then be 
burned and the insurance collected from the 
insurance companies for the loss of goods 


that were not in fact destroyed. This was a 


serious charge, and to it the defendants en- 
tered the plea of Not guilty. The @ial of 
the case lasted fourteen days. District-At- 
torney Smith was assisted by Judges Murphy 
and Lynch, of Davenport, and by Levi Rob- 
inson, of this city.

Tur war between Chili and Peru has long 
since lost its original purpose, and has now 
become one of conquest. The superior force 
and military ¢xperience of Chili have given 
it great advantage over the less warlike but 
none tho less patriotic Peruvians. The Cbili- 
ans have now captured Lima, the Peruvian 
Capital, and are in possession of it. So far 
in the war, whenever Chili has captured 
Peruvian territory, it placed a Chilian Gov- 
ernment over it, and has ina manner annexed 
it to Chill. Whether it will now undertake 
to annex all Peru will soon be determined, 
The war has been a com one, and the sacri- 
fice of life has been very great, sometimes 
the conflict being of a brutal character. At 
present the appearances are that Peru will be 
reduced to the condition of a conquered 
Province of Chili, and out of this will, of 
course, follow occasional revolutions and 
civil wars. It would be a movement in the 
cause of humanity for the nations of the 
world to arrest this war, which is out of all 
proportion to the original pretext therefor.

Amonce the bills proposed in the Legisla- 
ture is the one which falled to pass two years 
ago having for its object the consolidation of 
the three towns into which Chicago is di- 
vided, and making them one district for the 
assessment and collection of taxes. There is 
no more reason for having three Town Gov- 
ernments than there is for having three City 
Governments. At present each town 18 
blessed with an Assessor, a Collector, a Su- 
pervisor, and a Clerk to manage the “ town” 
affairs of different parts of the city. The re- 
sult is a want of uniformity in the assess- 
ment or valuations of property, and the in- 
justice which is inevitable when assessments 
of eproperty for taxation are irregular and 
made upon widely different systems, The 
valuation of property in this city should be 
all done by one officer, so that all the proper- 
ty should be valued upon the same general 
rating, and free from any local bias as to 
“Sides” or “ Divisions.” The pending bill 
proposes to reduce these three corps of of- 
ficers to one,—that is, that there shall be one 
Assessor, one Collector, one Supervisor, and 
one Clerk for the whole city. Of co 
there wilt be a protest against this by the 
men who seek these offices and who dis- 
tribute the large patronage attached to them. 
But we do not understand that the people of 
this city are to be taxed to continue several 
costly and useless offices for no other reason 
than to provide places for useless officers. It 
is to be hoped the Legislature will find time 
to consider and pass this bill. 


A CASE OF MANSLAUGHTER. 

Any case in which a fire involving a Joss of 
less than $50,000 results in the injury of 
twenty-one men,—some fatally, others for 
life, and all seriopsly.—warrants an in- 
ference of criminal neglect for which some- 
body should be held responsible. In the 
burning of Mayer & Co.’s furniture factory 
on Canal street Friday evening, where twen- 
| ty firemen and one policeman were bruised, 
and maimed, and nearly killed, such an in- 
ference becomes a plain matter of fact upon 
investigation. This strueture, which has 
been standing eight or nine years, was a 
mere shell, and the danger came from the 
fraudulent conceaiment of the fact by sur- 
rounding the frame structure with a veneer- 


terrible results. The Departmen

instructed to make a thorough eam 
ination and report all similarly con- 
structed buildings as dangerous. Prompt 
action should be taken to secure the destruc- 
tion of all such shells, It is criminal to allow 
them to stand any longer. Moreover, the 
whole subject of building inspection should 
be investigated, and the Mayor and bis staff 


‘should be made to feel responsible for neg- 


lect of this matter In a degree which they do 
not now seem to apprehend. It is simply in- 
famous that the firemen, whose duties are 
arduous and perilous enough under the most 
favorable conditions, should be subjected to 
special and unnecessary dangers by violation 
of common prudence, or neglect on the part 
of the proper authorities to enforce the fire

ELECTING PARK COMMISSIONERS. 
The bill introduced by Mr, Sexton, of this 
county, into the State Legislature, which pro- 
vides that the Lincoln Park Commissioners 
shall be elected by the people, two from Lake 
View and three from North Chicago,—is a 
measure which ts not entitled to serious con- 
sideration. ‘The suggestion is gratuitous, 
and the project whoily bad. It is a scheme 
to introduce ward politics and bummer in- 
fluences into the management of a trust 
fund and the control of an establishment 
which requires at once esthetic taste and 
financial ability. In a general way, the senti- 
ment of thinking men and the taxpayers 
of the community is that there are now too 
many elections and too many elective officers. 
The substantial and responsible classes are 
opposed to increasing the number of 
elective privileges in any direction. i- 
ready the influence of the men ‘who 
own no property and pay no taxes 
upon the disposal of other, people's 
money is too large for the economical, and 
beneficial, and equitable management of 
municipal affairs. But the control of a park 
system, which the taxpayers pay for and 
support mainly for the benefit of non-tax- 
payers, is the very last privilege which 
should be subjected to the uncertain and 
arbitrary decree of a popular vote. If the 
honest verdict of the masses could de relied 
upon in all eases, such am exercise of power 
as the election of Park Commissioners by 
— 2 vote might be more safely trusted, 
though even then the procedure would be 
logical and unfair to the taxpayers. But it 
is the notorious experience of polities that 
the nominations are determined by party 
considerations, trading and log-rolling, cau- 
cusing and solicitation, and by cliques, bum- 
mers, and sharp practices, which defeat the 
popular sentiment and purpose. So long as 
the appointment to these places ef trust re- 
mainsin the hands of the Governor, or is 
subject to the choice of a few men like the 
Judges of the Courts acting together, there 
is a personal responsibility about the selec- 
tion which is calculated to exercise proper 
restraint and consideration for the honest, 
capable, and faithful administration of the 
trust. All this will disappear whenever the 
trust shall be transferred to ward caucuses, 
which neither entertain the sense of responsi- 
bility nor possess the power of removal in 
case of error in the selection, A bill to make 
the Lincoln Park Commissioners elective offi- 
cers would soon be followed by like action 
in regard to the West Park and South Park 
Commissioners, for there is just as much rea- 
sen for such a course in the case of the other 
parks as that of Lincoln Park. Under the 
present system of management Lincoln 
Park has been developed to greater matui- 
ity than the other parks. It is by all odds 
the most beautiful and attractive of all the 
projected parks of the city, as well as the 
most central and accessible. Nothing within 
our knowledge has transpired which de- 
mands any change in the system of manage- 
ment; and, if any were needed, certainly it 
should not be such a change as Mr. Sexton 
proposes. The bill is contrary to public in- 
terests, and should be laid aside without cer- 
emony. 


THE JURY SYSTEM. 

The problem of how to reconcile the right 
of trial by jury with an honest administra- 
tion of justice is now a perpiexing one, ‘The 
difficulty exists mainly in large cities: In 
the rural districts time is not so valuable as 
itis in the cities, and, the litigation being 
much less, there is but little difficulty in 
finding reputable men willing to give the 


per diem of the jurors, we cannot say. 
Constitution declares that the rightof trial by 
jury shall remain inviolate in all cases, civil 
as well as criminal. That a jury may be waived 
by consent there is no doubt, but whether the 
right of trial by jury in any case can be made 
dependent upon the payment of the fees of 
the jury before the trial is a question per- 
haps of some doubt. We believe litigants 
now are compelled when they bring suit to 
deposit certain fees of the Clerk and of the 
Sheriff before the writ will be issued or 
served, and it may be that the right of trial 
by jury can be subordinated to the prior de- 


posit in court of the cost of the jury. It is 


possible that such a change in the law would 
result in a reduction of litigatzon, and es- 
pecially a reduction in the number of jury 
trials in the civil courts, and consequently 
in a proportionate reduction in the scandals 
and abuses of the jury system.

They know by this time that in 
ebuiftenanding the cheat they would be only 
holding the door open for the perpetration 
of even viler adulterations than have yet 
been resorted to,—for this, like all other 
kinds of wrong-doirig, can only continue to 
prosper by going from bad to worse. The 
modern methods of refinement permit the 
deleterious disguising of such filthy materia! 
that the only safety lies in letting all imita- 
tlons severely alone. ‘They should be 
avoided as one would shrink from contact 
witb a scorpion. 

It should not be forgotten that the fraud is 
not lessened by the manufacturer brand; 
ing the packages with certain words which 
let the first purchaser know that the stuf is 
an imitation. The fraud comes in a little 
later; that is all the difference. All but an 
insignificant proportion of the whole, and 
that only accidental, goes into consumption 
as the pure article, The men and women 
who actually eat it are not informed that it 
is other than what it appears to be. The 
restaurant-keeper who puts before his cus- 
tomers bogus butter or adulterated milk will 
never admit the fact, The grocer can always 
be found to warrant it as a strictly pure 
article, and to assume the air of a man 
injured by the mere intimation that he 
could stoop to countenance a fraud. There is 
not one mother in ten thousand who would 
knowingly bring, into the house, for con- 
sumption by her children, any of the bogus 
stuff. That she buys it at all is simply be- 
cause the imitation is so skillful as to deceive, 
and she depends on the superior commercial 
knowledge of the seller to protect her from 
adulteration. 

A little less of this confiding trust is now in 
order. The consuming public want to 
strengthen the hands of the men who have un- 
dertaken to protect them. The motives of these 
merchants may be selfish. These gentlemen 
are undoubtedly able to foresee utter demor- 
alization to our magnificent butter trade if 
recent practices be allowed to continue. But 
they none the less deserve to be sustained, be- 
cause they are working for the best interests 
of the people in resolving not to be parties to 
a swindle upon the whole community, 

PEW AND PULFIT. | 

Oliver Wendell Holmes, the brilliant es- 
sayist and poet, and most genial and loving 
of all our humorists, though now well ad- 
vanced into an honorable old age, is still 
busy with his pen.

Mr. Shufeldt, in a communication pub- 
lished in Tue Trisune yesterday, states 
that we have in this county thirteen nisi 
prius Judges, eight of whom are running 
jury trials, and that the time of the civil 
courts is taken up with cheap, inconsequen- 
tial litigation. In the Superior Court since 
1860 there haye been 75,000 suits, and in the 
Circuit Court since 1871 over 35,000, and, in- 
cluding the County Court, over 120,000 civil 
suits in all. It requires 200 jurors in con- 
stant attendance for these Courts at an ex- 
pense of $400 per day. He states as a reason 
why our juries have become unsafe and 
dangerous as part of our judicial system 
the following: 


Business- men, it is said, shirk jury duty, which 
in consequence has been discharged by a set of 
hangers-on about the Courts, who mak en living 
by the practice. Many of these men are foreign- 
ers who cunnot read and do not understand the 
language. Others are ignorant, and still others 
mendacious and vicious. So jurors are bought 
and gold, and justice perverted and distorted. 
Business-men, men of character and intelli- 
— cannot afford to hang about the Courts 

Ora month to settle $3 and $50 dieputes bo- 

tween parties who ought to settle them them- 

ves, and they should not be required to do it.

Dr. Holmes’ opening assertion is one of 
which&iny minister ought to be proud, and 
it may occasion a feeling of agreeable surprise 
also as coming from one of our leaders in 
scientific thought, for that class is not apt to 
concede the highest and best intejlectuality 
or modes of thought, much less liberality, to 
the pulpit.

FALL OF LIMA. 

Loxpox. Jan. 23.—The Chilian representa- 
tives at the European Courts have advices of 
the surrender of Lima to the Chilians. Gen. 
Baguedano, who eommanded the Chiliaus, 
had 40,000 men. 

CHORILLOS, 
where the great battle has been fought, isa 
village within eight miles of Lima, with 
which it is connected by railrvad. It is 
much resorted to by the people of Lima for 
sea-bathing. There are many ancient edifices 
in its vicinity. 

The advance on Lima was planned by the 
Chilians last year, and they prepared for it 
with the greatest deliberation. Having se- 
eured command of the sea, and acquired 
control of the southern coast, they blockaded 
Callao,—the port of Lima,—and finally landed 
troops at Pisco and Curayaco. According to 
a recent estimate the Chillans operating 
against Lima comprised 22,500 infantry, 800 
eavalry, and 3,400 artillery, with eighty can- 
non and ten Gatling guns,—in all about ,- 
000 men. 

THE DEFENDERS OF THE CITY 
numbered about 40,000, 

‘The last mails from Panama give the fol- 
lowing details of the situation as 1t was be- 
fore the battle of Chorillos: 

“The Santa Rosa, the last arrival from the 
South Pacific, brought no papers or corre- 
spondence from Lima, as the Mendoza, the 
connecting steamer, had not arrived at Chim- 
bote although three days overdue. The 
news from the seatof war is confined to that 
furnished by private letters, rumors current 
among the passengers, or, what have proved 
to be equalfy untrustworthy, telegrams from 
official sources. From the latter it appears 
that the Chilians in force are at Chilea and 
Lurin, the latter place being held by 27,000 
of the invaders of all arms. The various di- 
visions Which landed at Pisco have united 
with the last landed at Curayaco; and all 
now present the front and form of battle to 
the Peruvian army, which has gone out to 
meet them. 

“THE ENTIRE PERUVIAN ARMY, 
except 7,000 men under Gen. La Cotera, now 
in the Capital, marched south during the 
closing days of December, and have taken up 
what are saidto be good positions a little 
northward of Lurin. The Peruvians are 
gaid to number 35,000 men so that the oppos- 
ing forees are nearly equal in numbers, 
though in experience in the field, in discip- 
line, armed and trained and experienced offi- 
cers, the Chilian foree may be deemed supe- 
rior. President Pierola commands the Peru- 
vians—an officer without practical serv- 
ice in the field, though with great 
pretensions as a theoretical soldier. His 
right-hand man is the venerable Gen. 
Buendia, whose alleged bad management at 
at the battle of San Francisco led to his de- 
feat by a force numerically inferior, and to 


the loss to Pern of the valuable Department 
of Tarapaca. The Chilians are commanded 
by Gen. Bagnedand, a dashing cavalry of- 
ficer, assis by Gen. Villagran, Minister of 
War, Col. Sotemayer, Col. Lynch, and a num- 
ber of others, who have served throngtout 
the war. Gen. Baquedano is the hero of 
Taena and Avica, and his officers have been 
under fire. On Christmas-Day the hostile 
forces were so close that a collision was 
momentarily expected, and no doubt de- 
cisive struggle ere this has taken place. 
“THE PORT OF ARICA 

was left open, purposely it is thought, by the 
Chilians so as to permit the escape ot fam- 
ilies from Lima. Every north-bound vessel 
carries away its contingent of fugitives, 
while large amounts of freight are constantly 
leaving the same port. Business at Lima is 
paralyzed; exchange was at figures that 
make transactions impossible, and every one, 
except armed soldiers, was seeking a safe 
retreat in case of the Peruvians being de- 
feated.. It is feared that the Chillans, if 
victorious, will sack the city and indulge in 
wanton violence, cruelty, and pillage. The 
Chilian commander, in a recent speech, ex- 
horted his troops to behave honorably and 
generously.”

By the Hilinots Humane Society. 

At a meeting of the Directors of the Illinois 
Humane Society, held some months ago, the sub- 
ject of the creation of a separate branch of the 
Society to have charge of the work of the pro- 
tection of children was referred to a committee 
for examination and report. 

Ata meetung of the Board, held on the 12th 
inst., the Committee submitted the following ro- 
port, which was unanimousiy adopted: 

Four Committee to whom was referred the 
subject of the creation of a separate branch of 
this Society for the prevention of cruelty to 
children begs leave to report: 

That the protection of children of tender 
years from cruelty, abuse, and criminal 
negiect, and their rescue from immoral 
and degradimg surroundings and influences, 
is a work net exceeded in importance by any be- 
nevolence among us; that it seems at present 
naturaily and legitimately to belong to the work 
of the Illinois Humane Society, aside from which 
we know of no other organization in the State 
prepared to engage in it; that its proseeuuon 
thus far bag not lessened or impaired the 
efliciency of our animal protective service: 
that, without our seeking it, the work bas come 
to us. We are now doing it, and the public 
sentiment demands that we continue to 80; 
that the creation of a separate brafich for this 
service does not now appear to be necessary: 
that Chicago has never yet failed to give a 
generous sup to all forms of benevolent 
werk for @ real necessity exists when 
honestly and efficiently perfo and fairly 
presented for support; therefore 

“ Resolved, That we will continue to prosecute 
this work of protecting children as well as ani- 
mals from cruelty, abuse, and criminal negiect, 
re:ying upon the liberality of all who are in sym- 
pathy with our purposes and aims for the means 
to meet the inereased expenses uf the work, that 
it may be carried en efficiently and without em- 
barrassment.

cash selling at $1.65 for fresh, with February 
nominally $1.06 for No. 2, and de for No, 3.

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Some Interesting Reminiscences of the 
Days When This City Was a Village. 
To the Baitor af The Chicago Tribune, 

Cx1caao, Jan. 20.—In the eommunication pub- 
lished in your paper of Dec. 26 I Said mat in the 
future I might add some further reminiscences 
of old times, and I now take up my pen to put 
them on paper. We teft Buffalo Aug. . 
fur a 00-mile journey by land for Chicago, and 
traveled a couple of nundred miles along the 


| shore of Lake Erie through Pennsylvania and 


Ohio. Instead of finding it a wilderness as we 
expected, we found a beautiful farming coun- 
try, well settled by thriving farmers, good farm- 


houses, and fruit in abundance, and until we 


reached Cleveland, then a town of about 3,000 
inhabitants, first-rate macadamized roads. We 
hoped to find plenty of game, but were not quite 
so foolish as a young Englishman who was visit- 
ing at my house afew years since, who asked 
the morning after his arrival if he could walk 
out a few miles and get a shot at a buffalo, but 
did expect we might shoot a deer now and then; 
but, with the exception of two or three who 
crossed the road a few miles from Cleveland. 
and once again in Michigan, we saw none, and 
with emall game it was about the same. We had 
two or three hours good duck-shooting on the 
Sandusky River, and once in a while shot a stray 
pigeoa along our route, but that was all until 
we arrived at White Pigeon, when we came 
across a flock of prairie-chickens and bagged 
a few of them and once again at 
Door Prairte,a few miles from Michigan City, 
where we shot a couple, but with these few ex- 
ceptions we saw no game in our two months’ 
travehng. Wuoen we had got settled in Chicago 
we took a stroll with guus and dugs to see what 
the prospect was in this neighborhood, and, fol- 
lowing the luke shore on the North Side fora 
mile or 80, came to a grove of tir trees that were 
literally full of 111 7 We estimated 
the flock at from 2 th 260, but could not gota 
shot at them. They were cootinually on the 
alert, and kept one old roovuster to give timely 
notice of our approuch. He would give a pecu- 
har call, and away the whole flock would gu. We 
followed them up and down for three or four 
hours, scattering them in every direction, but at 
last had to give it upin despair and own our- 
selves beaten; they were too wary for us. We 
only got two or three stray birds. I have never 
seen them congregate in such large numbers 
since, although it is well known among sports- 
men that when the chickens are full-grown they 
Ay in tlocks,and it is much more difficuit to 
vt a shot at them than when in coveys. In the 
ail, when birds were plenty, there was no bet- 
ter sport in the world than to follow a couple of 
good dogs and bag a bird or two every time they 
pointed. I brought a splendid young pointer 
with me to Chi „the only one then ia the vil- 
lage. He was admired all along our route as a 
rfect beauty, and, dc being then scarcely 
nowu in America. 1 had no trouble in breaking 
her. She made her first point at 4 lark, bu 
ming covey of irds an 
shooting half a dozen over her, she 
went ut it with will, and proved one 
of the best dogs that ever bad a gun tired over 
her, as two or three old sportemen still with us 
could teatify. They often followed ber, and 
many times shot fifty to seventy-five birds a 
Gay. She was in such demand and I lent ber so 
often that at last she would follow any one with 
a gun, and was stolen. I used to shoot a few 
ducks occasionaliy on the North Branch of the 
river, and once shot a goose in the river near 
Rusb street. 

Shooting in those early times was done not 
onty for the sport, but to supply the tabie, 
Common fowls were not to be had for love or 
money, but prairie-chickens in the fail were 
very numerous on the West Side, and when liv- 


streets { could n a few minutes walk to the 
ridge beyond Carpenter's Addition and shoot all 
1 2 before brvak fast, and sometimes would 
ride out twe or three miles just at sundown, 
when I would tind them feeding in the road. and 
shoot half a dozen before dark. In fact, shoot- 
ing was one of the few amusements of which 
the old settlers could avail themselves. Deer 
were not numerous enough around Chicago to 
induce many to follow m; it required too 
much labor. [remember one grunc bunt that 
was orgunized in the tall of 1564, when a party 
of a hundred or more went eight or ten miles 
out, and, scattering from the North Branch to 
the lake, made a line and drove ali before them 
to the village. Some five or six deer anda few 
woives, scured by the noise behind them, swam 
the river about Salle street, ran through the 
Village, and escaped to the timber on the south 
Branch. A few were shot iu trying to break 
through the lines, but the hunt was not consid- 
ered u success, and was never tried again. 

I onee sauot a deer myself, in 1837, about four 
or five miies west of Waukegan, and { never 
think of it to this day without seeing the beauti- 
ful eyes of the poor creature turned up to me 
in the agenies of death, with such a sad and 
mouruful expression that I really was almost 
sorry | bad kilied it. Then my horse utterly 
refused to carry it home on bis back, or even go 
near it, which disgusted me, and my friends 
bere, when | mentioned it, joked me so about 
going up there after another kind of dear, 
which perhaps might have been 80, that I got 
married soon after, and have never been deer- 
bunting since. 

Some of the young folks would like to kuow 
what other amusements there were and how we 
spent our evenings. The storekeepers played 
cneckers while waiting for customers, and, 
after viosing, played cards. Those religiously 
inclined weut to prayer-meeting at least once a 
week. Then when buarders and traveiers were 
satistied as to the inner mau in the old Sauga- 
nash Hotel, Mark Beaubien would Drimg out his 
fiddie and play tor those who wished to trip the 
light fantastic toe. Tobe sure, there were no 
theatres, no concert-halls, or reading-rooms. 
New York papers were twenty to thirty days 
oid when we gut nem, and there were but few 
books in the place. A man came inw our house 
one day, and, seeing some shelves full of oid 
books, asked if we kept a bookstore. The 
fact is, that in the winter of 18834 
amusements of any kind were few and 
far beiween, although we made the most 
of what there were. One une moonlight 
night, when the ice was good. the whole of Chi- 
cugo turned out for a skate and a frolic, and we 
bad it. There must have been at least a nun- 
dred persons on the river between Weils street 
and the forks. Then we had good sleigumg for 
a short time, and you would have laugned to 
have seen the spleadid turnouts improvised from 
eruckery crates and sugar bogsheads. There 
were only two cutters in town, but it did not 
tuke many tools or much time to make some- 
thing that would glide over the frozen snow. A 
good handy fellow with au ax, drawing-kaife, 
and augur would go into the woods, cut down 
two straight young saplinga, shave off a little 
where they bent up for the this, bore six or 
eight hoios, in which they drove the standards a 
foot high, put cross-pieces on which they laid 
the crate, filled that with bay, and the sieich 
was reudy for use im less than half a day. Tue 
same pian was pursued with the sugar hogs- 
head, only that was cut half way ag he in tront 
and a seat put across it in the back, dnd you bad 
a sleigh which, covered with robes, was as Warm 
and as comfortabie as the best of cutters. 1 
once got caught in aspow-storm myself between 
here and Milwaukee, and, not being abie to make 
much progress with a wagon, stopped half way 
up and made a sieigh which | used ail that winter. 


{ Then the yuung biouds of the towu—we used 


to have such even in those days—got up a 
splendid sieighing party, I think it wus on the 
Ist of January, When they came out with the 
Government yawi boat on runners, drawn by 
four good burses, and covered with robes, with 
as many veils jingling on the harness as y 
could find in the village, and thus equipped they 
made the streets ring again with their merri- 
ment and laughter. Unfortnnately for them, 
they got treated so well wherever they call 
that by evening they began to feel the effects o 
it, and determined to have a grand spree, which 
ended in smashing up the best saloon in town, 
fur whieh they paid next morning, it was said 
without a murmur, thesum of $800. But what 
was that, when they used tosay they could lay 
down a sixpenve at the buck door at night and it 
would be a dollar in the mo wey 1 

There was very little vieiting one among the 
ladies, as they ha@all they could attend to, at 
home, servant girls being very scurce; in fact, 
the houses of those days were not well caicu- 
lated for company, most of them be about 16 
x20, a story and a halt, with a leau- to. huuse 
we lived in that winter, on the corner of Kinzie

The summer of 1835 brought still greater im- 
provements, as well as a large increase in the 
number ot inhabitants.

There were also some 
stores erected on North Water street, and «a 
great effort made, unsuccessfully, however. to 
carry the trade to the North Side, On South 
Water street, also. several stores had been erect- 
ed. In the winter of 1435 and 183 weekly danc- 
ing parties were inaugurated at the Lake Hou 
and four-horse sleighs and wagons sent aroun 
to collect the fair ladies who attended them. 
The first winter heréthere were but two unmar- 
ried ladies in the village of a suitabie age, and 
one of them got married before spring, but inh 
1835 and "36 their number had largely increased. 
From this time society seem to take upon 
itself a more decided form, rising from the 
chaos in which it had before been. In the spring 
of 1836, in May, there was a latwe gathering o 
speculators from the East to attend the canal 
sules, and Chicago begaa to be appreciated. more 
than ever.

Dr, De Wolf Pays No Attention to Com- 
plaints of Bad Sewerage. 


In the regions where Taz Tn sanitary 
investigators have been making their recent ro- 


searebes, the evidences are abundant that the 


impression they have created ia profound and 
quite likely to prove lasting and beneficial. The 
landiords—quite oontrary to the general rule— 
have visited the tenants and expressed a desire 
to ameliarate the condition of affairs com- 
plained of, and even tha emissaries of the Health 
Department have surprised the parties whose 
réstdences were commented upon by calling 
upon them and looking efter the sanitary con- 
dition of their premises. It must be remembered 
by the thousands whe read the reports ap- 
pearing from time to time in THs TRIBUNE 
upon the sanitation of various parts of the city, 
that the object in making these examinations is 
to show the exact sanitary condition of the city; 
hence anything derogatory to sanitery law will 
be given as facts im concise and ufmistakabie 
language 


A not very gentie bint, im the shape of the 
narration ef a very questionable transaction, 
was given in Tur Tarsunw's last sanitary article, 
tending to show that some of the employés of 
the Health Department added the error of ve- 
nality to the fault of incompetency, and the re- 
porter who accompanied the sanitary expert 
yesterday in atrip through some of the board- 
ing-houses on the West Side succeeded in find- 
ing further evidences of the peeulfar transac- 
tions of the Sauitary Inspector whose shortcom- 
ings had been previously noticed. 

Before indicating the success which attended 
this hunt for official shortcomings it may be 
stated as an interesting fact that on Thursday, 
the day upon which the last sanitary article ap- 
peared, the official which it complained of very 
sedulously visited a number of persons on the 
West Side from whom he had endeavored to se- 
cure favors by virtue of bie official position, and 
endeavored to “square” himself with them by 
attempting to talk them into a more charitable 
appreeiation of his motives.

A stick was.run into it to the 
depth of about four feet. withdrawn, 
the stick was found to be covered with a 
thick, grcaey ohne Wen «=o smelt most 
abominably, while from the — — 
where it had enterered aa indeseribabir 
diegusting stench floated up to the nostrils of 
those standing by. The sensation produced by 
the gas was that of stitimg, aud the Doctor or- 
dered the cover to be replaced lately. ,

acknowledged that, though of late they had not 
been specially trou bled, y bad often suffered 
from sewer-gas, the catceh-Dbapins were found 
to be closely cementea over, and 
tenants seemed to rely for immunity from gas- 
eous exbalations and the resul * The 
Doctor explained the fallacy of this by showing 
that the bermetrical sealing the catcb- basin 
was detrimental rather than „as much 
of the gas, finding an exit through its lid, might 
escape from the sub-basementdnto the open air, 
whereas, as it was, they were f Duck 
through the pipes and distributed through the 
rooms of the house, 

Dr. Williams informed the reporter who ac- 
companied bim that in alargely-attended church 
on the West Side some of congregavion, 
much to the disgust of the trustees, com- 
plained that the atmosphere of the building 
was not what it ought to be. In order to prove 
that nothmg was wrong with the sewerage of 
the building, a sewer-bullder was called in to 
make an examination. He the odor of 
sewer-gas directly he entered the piace, but the 
Trustee present lapghed at him. He proceeded 
with his researches, and was very soon enabled 
to show that the tile leading from the eatch- 
basin from the sewer was'clogged, and the stew- 
eruge generally in a bad e¢ondition. Another 
large church was found to fare its sewerage 
equaily at fault, and itis unnecessary to state 
that the Trustees of both congregativons im- 
mediately had all necessary repairs made. 

The reason for the ov of the catch- 
basins, the Doctor explained, was their not being 
sufficientiy large. Washington street 
boarding- houses, being full of oceupants, would 
require them of af least four times “ere 
size than those they are provided with, and, 
filllmg up as they do th a ‘short time 
and being cleaned very seldom they are a con- 
stant menace to the health of the occupants of 
the immediate residence and of the neighbor- 
hood at large. It was very improper, too, for 
them to be placed in the sub-basement, where 
the majority of them were found yesterday. It 
was much better for them to bein the yard, and 
where they were placed beneath the house they 
should be provided with a vent leading to the 
top of the house and providing the sewer-gas 
with an exit into the open al. 


DIPHTHERIA. 

Dr. J. M. Fleming, who resides on the corner 
of Washington and Desplalues streets, is respon- 
sibie for the following statement to a TRIBUNE 
investigator, in whieh be very emphatically de- 
nounces the method which he claims to de in 
vogue in preventing the spread of infectious 
— contagious forms of The Doctor 
said: 

“TI am ready to verify the following state- 
ment: Mr. Arnold, of the firmof Arnold & Bros. 

He has had 
two deaths from diphtheria in his family re- 
sulting, in my opinion, from imperfect sewerage.

The odors em- 
anating from these decomposable substances 
are positively fearful, that when the weather 
is Warin, and render the at here absolutely 
nauseous in the neighborhood of Mr. Arnold's 
windows. Dr. De Wolf was notified of the un- 
sanitary condition by Mr. Arnold at the time of 
the iliness of his family. but vo, attention was 
— to the complaint. Two months afterwards 

% Wolf was again notitied, but with the same 
apparent effect. When a postal card wag mailed 
tu him, asking for au rn it met with 
the same result. Finally, a rd Inspector was 
approached, who stated, upon hearing the com- 
aint, that, although it was gut of bis ‘istrict, 

e would report it to Dr. De Wolf. The 
premises ate at present In a horrible con- 
dition, and the frequent attempts hav- 
ing heretofore proved so fruitiess, neighb- 
bors are loud in their denunciations of 
Health-Office justice. Three rs were sick, 
and are alleged to have died from diphtheria 
within a block. The fact is, the Health Commis- 
sioner pretends to doa deal ‘tow pre- 
venting contagion, and ia the Tollowing manner: 
When a case of scariet-fever is reported at the 
Heaith-Offiee, 2 Ward Inspeetor is sent out four 
days after. who placards the house without once 
entering it, or in any way learning of the exiet- 
ing facts as to whether gu one is sick with 
scariet-fever or not. Having pl the 
house his duty is done.

W upeeas, Railroad Companies are constantly 
engaged in making-up trains at this point, and 
it has become so dangerous that citizens living 
on Centre avenue are obliged to take other 
streets in order to reach their homes; therefore,

Reaolved, That we call upon the Aldermen of 
the various wards and earnestly urge upon them 
to make the necessary appropriation to build 
this greatiy-needed viaduct, to the end that our 
lives may be safe mid the growing business ia- 
terests of the city be subserved. 

THE COMMERCIAL HOTEL. 

Judge Gardner * morning decided the 
case of Reichwald and others against the Com- 
mercial Hotel Company, H. P. Pulling, and oth- 
ers, to set aside a chattel-mortgage of the per- 
sonal Ay of the hotel. and enforce the lien 
of a $10, u eatin complainant's favor. 
The Commercial Hotei Company was organized 
in 1876, under the laws of lowa, for the pur 
of transacting business in lowa and Illinois. Its 
capital stock was $160,000. of which H. P. Puii- 
ing heid $150,700. In order to pay for his stock 
Pulling turned over to the Company the furni- 
ture, fixtures, and other personal proverty of 
the old Commercial Hotel, which he had 
been runoing prior to that time. 
Sometime subsequentiy Pulling and Cronkhite, 
another stockhoider,in payment of their per- 
sonal obligations to G. G. Ingraham and A. L. 
Hale, executed the paper of the Combany to the 
amount of over $40,000. The Company paid the 
interest On this paper until October, 1878, when 
a sale of the property was made to Ingraham 
under his mortgage, and he was put in posses- 
sion in satisfaction of his claim. During this 
ume a number of other bills were contracted 
amounting in all to about $10,000. To secure this 
a judgment note was given by the Company, and 
after the sale to Ingraham, judgment by confes- 
sion was entered in favor of the trustees of the 
creditors. The present bill was then filed, ask- 
ing to have the Ingrabam sale set aside 80 as to 
give the judgmeatt creditors a priority. 

The Judge heid, first, that the law was well 
settled that the obligations of the promoters of 
a corporation, where the corporation received 
the benetit thereof, was valid and binding obli- 
gation against such corporation. Second, that 
the promoters ot such a corporation had author- 
ity to create this debt in favor of Ingraham and 
Hale, for which it received the benetit, and, 
therefore, the corporation and its property were 
barred by it. Third, that the law was well set- 
tied that such a preferment was not invalid, as 
the assignment to Ingraham did not necessarily 
wind up the corporation. The bill was, there- 

ore, issed for want of equity, and the com- 
plainants took au appeal to the Appellate Court. 
CLEAR OFF THE SROW. 

Although Mayor Harrison has been in office 
nearly two years, he is either wofully ignorant 
of the ordinances of the city or spends so much 
time in 1 * for a reBiection that he 
ovetiooks and fulis to enforce them.

WESTERN INDIANA. 

The Judiciary Committee held a very long 
session — * afternoon in the City Clerk's 
office to listen tu the arguments against ths re- 
peal of the urdinance granting the right of way 
to the Western Indiana Railroad Company. The 
road already comes south as far as Tweifth street, 
and the desire of ite managers is to get down as 
far as Van Buren street, where it is claimed that 
that there is room suflicierft for the erection of 
passenger depots, etc. Judge Lawrence, the at- 
torney of the Company, made an exhaustive and 
able argument, in which he set forth the fact 
that the Company had carried out every agree- 
ment with the city, except where it was pre- 
vented from doing so by the city authorities 
themselves. Mr. Andrew J. Crawford, one of 
the Directors of the Company, followed, setting 
forth certain points, which he claimed as the 
rights of the Company in the premises. 

Ald. Shorey, the Chairman of the Committee, 
thought that everything could be settied if the 
Company stopped at Twelfth street, and that the 
Council could harmonized upou such a basis. 

Mr. Crawford held that south of Twelfth street 
they could a ground enough for passen- 
ger stations and depots, which required a great 


deal of room. 

Ald. Clark thought the road should have re- 
mained west of rborn stceet, and not have 
encroached upon that thoroughfare. The Com- 
pany had not been restricted, because th 
Council did not wien to put it at the merey o 
landholders. There was some further talk, and 
acuon was 4 for two weeks, when the 
arguments will be continued.

Saunterings Between Lake Street and 
Hyde Park—A Leaf from the Diary 
ofa Passenger.

TEA CULTIVATION. 


The New Farm in South Carolina— 
What Is Said of the Enterprise. 
Washington hepubtican. 
Commissioner Le Duc and the Hon. J. H. Me- 
Gowan, member of the House Committee on 
Agriculture, have just returned from an ex- 
tended tour in the Southeastern States, under- 
taken in the interest of the Department of Ag- 
riculture. The main object of the Commission- 
er's trip was to look after the location and lease 
of a tract of land suitable for the purpose of 
propagating the Chinese tea plant. the cul- 
tivation of the same under climatic and other 
conditions of soil and rainfall such as expe- 
rience and observation have taught those who 
have made the constituwon and habits of the 
plant a study are essential to its profitable cul- 

tivation in this country. 

The Commissioner's excursion embraced a 
visit to the tea farm now being cultivated un- 
der the auspices of his department in Georgia 
and an incursion into the orange-growing re- 
gions of Florida. A great many tracts of land 
were examined, and much information touching 
soil, climate, rainfall, and sacilities for irriga- 
tion collected before the selection of the site 
for the new tea plantation, was finally made. 

The site chosen embraces a trdct of 200 acres 
lying on the Ashley River, near Summerville, 8. 

„ and not far distant from Charleston, and is 
deemed by the Commissioner one of the most 
= for the purpose to be found in the 


ntry. 

“The land is a part of the old Gov. Biake place, 
so called from having been at one time the bome 
of the Colonial Governor of that name. It is 
now the property of a public spirited citizen 
named Livingstone, a déscendant of one of the 
signers of the Declaration of Independence, and, 
to use the language of Commissioner Le Due, 
“as noble and cultivated a specimen of futelli- 
gent manbood as it has been his good fortune to 
meet.“ 


Mr. Livingstone asks the Government noth! 
for the use of the land for twenty years, an 
would have executed a lease for a longer period 
had the Commissioner not considered that a suf- 
ficient iength of time to demonstrate the prac- 
ticability and tabieness of the cultivation 
of tea in the United States, and to propagate 
W of the plants to Stock the country.

cated that water can be artificiaily applied, if ex-

Commissioner Le Duo has abated not one jot 
or tittie of his confidence inthe eventual suc- 
cessful cultivation of tea in the United States, 
and confidently predicts that within the lifetime 
of the present generation tea will become one 
of the most extensive and profitable crops 
grown in this country.
